The Former Decides to [Accept 


Arbitration to Settle the 


Contention. 


REPORTED TO STATE DEPARTMENT. 


Japan Thinks Three Battle 
Ships 


About the Thing Pending Arbitr- 


tion — United JStates Will 


Probably Object to This. 


Washington, July 80.—Japan Is report- 


ed to have accepted the offer of Hawaii to 
arbitrate the dispute over the laiding ol 
Japanese immigrants in Hawaii. A brief 
synopsis of the acceptance has been cabled 
to the Japanse minister here and has been 
given to the state department. Ho says 
Japan accepts the principle of arbitration 
nnd is ready to negotiate a settlement. 
A formal letter of acceptance baa been 
sent to jjawaii. The conditions of arbi- 
tratiou which it proposes ia not known 
hero but when advised of this move by 
Japan, an official in the state department 
iufor.ned the secretary of the Japanese 
legation that, until annexation is con 
eluded the United States would stand 
a^ido and consider the dispute as between 
Japan and Hawaii. 
The secretary said 


he was glad the United States took that 
position, as It would permit Japan to 
send two or throe warships jSo Hawaii, 
pending flnal action on the treaty of arbi- 
tration. 
This 
declaration rather sur- 


pri<-ed the state department officials, who 
replied that was quite another matter and 
initmated that non-interference by the 
United States In one case could not be 
construed as passive acceptance of the 
other. However, he contlnuid, in the ab- 
sence of the secretary and assistant secre- 
tary of state, any statement made must be 
construed as entirely unofficial.

That snob was 
ho case seems clear from tbe very nature 
if the position which these deputy mar- 
hals held and from tho provisions of the 
tatutes relating to their appointment, 
icwers and duties. 
By section 780 every 


uarsbal was authorized to appoint depu- 
liesutwill. By eeotion 7Si! these depu- 
;les were required to take as'marshal's 
deputy the same oath as is required of a 
marshal. By section 788 every marshal 
was required to give n bond lor the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of his office 
by himself and his deputies.' By sec 
tion 788 the marshals and thair deputies 
hall have in each state tha same powers 
as-sberiffs have. 


"By section 789 it was provided that 


iu case of the death of any marshal his 
deputy or deputies shall continue in 
O0ice, unless otherwise specially removed, 
and shall execute tho same in the name of 
the dcceas d, until another marshal is ap 
pointed, us provided in this chapter, and 
fully qualified' a^d fhe estate of tlio mar- 
shal and the sureties on his bond will be 
responsible for tho defaults and misfcas- 
an'co of these deputies while so acting.

Tho excitement ouu:es a great 
boom in certain business lines In this 
city. Some firms aie employing two sets 
of clerks and keep their stores open day 
and night. 
The stocks of goods In many 


lues are exhausted. It was reported 
early in the week £hat not a pair of heavy 
jlankets, socks or rubber boots could be 
bo jght in the city. A small woolen mill 
near the city ia running day and night on 
;oods suitable for the Klondyko trade. 
It Is calculated that it will take from 


five to seven hundred dollars to furnish a 
iropcr outfit and 'provisions to keep a 
man for a year in the "Uiggins." About 
i ten of provisions is generally ooncedud 
;o be a proper amount for one person for 
13 months and it is regarded na unsafe to 
provide for a shorter time. There seems 
io be n general fear that groat suffering 
,nd possibly many deaths from starvation 
will occur during tho coming winter and 
ipring because of the great immigration. 
This is a delightful country in which to 
pend the boated term. Tbe days are 
oool and ploapant and at night two blank- 
its arc usually necessary for comfort.

The "Endless Chain." 


The country, two, three and four year 


ago, beard a great deal that was alnrmii) 
about the "endless chain." It was di- 
covered by Grover Cleveland when calam 
ity struck the country after he was inaug 
nratetl, in 1893, with a Democratic COD 
gress, and business went to pieces aud th 
wheels of industry stopped and working 
men by the million were thrown out t 
employment and as a Erst result intern 
revenues fell off as well sis customs duti 
and tho gold reserve was raided to mo 
dt:fii:ieuci»s in the receipts of the govern 
mom. '1'hs "endless_ chain," iiccordiu 
t3 Cle\eland, consisted of goveinmer 
notes, such as the bhrrman treasury noti 
ar;d greenbacks, which were rctleeu ab 
in coin at the treasury, by which gol 
was t.ihen o-it of the treasury at the will 
of tho uotu holder by using the=e notes 
over and ovur again for rhjl purpose ar.d 
thus depleting the gold reserve. Mr. 
Cleveland, during his entire administra- 
tion, stuck to this theory us tenaciously 
as he stuck to tlie theory that Qiieon Lil 
bud been dethroned tnrough the conniv- 
ance of tfco lepro-ontativea of the United 
States. He never admitteJ the truth, 
that the gold reserve raid was due primar- 
ily to deflo tncie^ in the treasury. 


I is strange that wo Lave beard nothing 


about that "endless chain" since Cleve- 
land went 
out 
of 
oliice 
if 
tbtro 


was anytnicg 
in it. 
Every link ol 


that chain is intact, except that the issue 
of lho Sherman treasury notes has ceased, 
but no one seems to be engiged iu work- 
ing tho "endless chain" to tho hurl of the 
gold reserve. Nobody worked it before 
he came into power with a congress be- 
hind him, and nobody haq worked it since 
he went out of power. In other woids 
the "endless chain," though it existed 
since the resumption of epejie payments 
In 1879, was never workeJ while the Ke- 
publicans wore in power. They are in 
power now and that is tha leason the 
"endless chain" is oS duty. Nobody 13 
afraid of the finances of the government 
when Republicans are in power. The 
party has never been heretical on tho 
money question. The party has always 
stood for honest money aud honest pay- 
ment of honest debts, with dollars one as 
good as the other, and for that reason, 
and the additional reason that K-publi- 
oans are never troubled with deficits in 
the treasury, nobody is climbing over tho

lishing our indnstries, putting our own 
people to work and against cheap and 
dangerous money and treasury deficits; 
and the result is we bear nothing more 
about the "endless chain." Those who 
needed it as an excuse for the results of 
dangerous policies are nnt In power. 
It 


goes into tbt junk box with "Innocuous 
desnitude," "the back of toil" and a lot 
of other rubbish used as makeshifts. 


Nobody believes coal miners are petting 


ho pay they ought to receive, but tho 
ountry, including many of the miners, 
n 18S>3, voted for lower wages for miner? 
when it voted for free coal. The Demo- 
crats who promised to take the duty off 
coal at the last minute weakened and re- 
duced the duty from 70 cents a ton to 
about. 40 cents a ton. 
The wage of the 


miner has been reduced in about the same 
proportion as the very natural result. 
The Republican party has just passed a 
tariff bill in which tha\duty on coal has 
been restored to keep out Nova Scotia 
coal. 
The miner is not willing to wait 


for tho operation of tho law for hie bene- 
fit.

The incentive genius of the 
human 


tribe can be called into power in no 
more forcible manner than by the 
cravings of the stomach for liquor. 
This has been sh9wn in the case of the 
Indians who are veritable Yankees in 
inventing means for getting drunk. 
The Indians of the Vermiilion Lake res- 
ervation have discovered that the es- 
sence of peppermint, dispensed in little 
ounce bottles for the use of housewives 
in the preperation of dainty pastry and 
other edibles, will produce a glorious 
exhilaration. The same effect can be se- 
cured vuth nearly all of the essences 
usrd in.the culinary art. But.the es-
